Since the Jews in most cases refused to leave their houses and resisted, the 
SS end ‘militia napolica forces They finally succeeded, with strokes of the 
whip, kicks and blows with rifle butts in clearing the houses, The people 
were driven out of their houses in such haste that small children in bed

had been left behind in several instances, In the street women cried out 
for their children and children for their parents, That did not prevent 
the SS from drivine the nesple "long the road, at runninc pace, and hitting 
them, until they reached s weitine freitht train. Car after car was filled, 
and the. screaming of women and children, and the cracking of whips and 

rifle shots resoundcd unceasingly. Since several families or croups had 
barricaded themselves in esnecially strone builcings, anc the coors could 
not be forced with crowbars or beams, these houses were now blown open with 
handrrenadese Since thc Ghetto wag near the ^nilroad tracks in Rowno, the 
younrer people tried to ret across the tracks and over a small river to ret 
away from the Ghetto Aree AS this stretch of country was beyond the ranre 
of the electrie lights, it was i! urinated by signal rockets. All through 
the nirht these berten, hounded and wounded people moved along the lichted 
streets. Women carricd their ead children in their arms, children pulled

I will not rend any more of this affidavit, It is a very long one. 
There is also a second affidavit, but the part I wanted to emphasize is 
the fact that the oririnal exemption was signed by the Area Commissioner, 
and that the SD and the SS participated in this action. 

THE PRESIDENT: Oughtn't you to read the rest of that pare, Colonel 
Storey? 

COL. STOREY: All richt, sir. I really had eliminated that because 
I thourht it misht be repetitious. 

"About 6 o'clock in the morninc I went away for a moment, leaving 
behind Einsporn and several other German workers who had returned in the 
meantime. I thought the greatest danger was past and that I could risk it. 
Shortly after I left, Ukrainian militia men forced their way into 5 Bahnhoi 
strasse ond broucht 7 Jews out and took them to a collecting point inside 
the Ghetto. On my return I was able to prevent further Jews from being 
taken out. I went to the collecting point to save these 7 mene I saw 
dozens of corpses of all ages and both sexes in the streets I had to walk 
along. The doors of the houses stood open, windows were smashed. Pieces 
of elothinr, shoes, stockinrs, jackets, caps, hats, coats, etos, were 
lying in the street. At the corner of a house lay a baby, less than a yea: 
old with his skull crushed, Blood and brains were spattered over the hous 
wall and covered the area immediately around the child. The child was 
dressed only in a little shirt. The commander, SS Major Putz, was walking 
up and down a row of about 80 - 100 male Jews who were crouching on the 
grounds He had a heavy dor whip in his hande’ I walked up to him, showed 
him the written permit of Stebslciter Beck and demanded the seven mcn whom 
I recoznized among those who were crouching cn the rround. Dr. Putz 
was furious about Beck's con ssion and nothing could persuade him to ree 
lease the seven men. He made a motion with his hand encircling the square 
and said that anyone who was once here would not ret awaye  Althourh he wa 
very &nrry with Beck, he ordered me to take the people from 5 Bahnhofstras

I now offer in support of that st-tement Document 2205-FS, U.S. 
Exhibit 490. It is in the seecnd volume. Document 2285-25 is an 
affidavit of Lt, Col. Guivante de Saint Gast, and Lt. Jean Veith, both of 
the French army, which was taken on the 13th of Hay 1945, in the course 
of an official military investigation by the United Siztes Army. The 
affidavit discloses that Lt, Col, Gast was coriincd at Mauthausen from 
18 March 194) to 22 april 1945, and that Lt. Veith was confined fron 
22 April 1943 until 22 april 19h5, I quote from the affidavit, beginning 
with the tnird paragraph of pace L, quoting: 

"In Mauthausen existed several treatments of prisoners, amongst 
them the "action K or Kugel" (Bullet action). Upon the arrival of 
transports, prisoners with the mention "K" were not registered, ge no 
numbers and their names remained unknown except for the officials of the 
Politische Abteilung, (Lt. Veith hod the cpportunity of hearing upon the 
arrival of a transport the following conversation between the Untsrsturm- 
fuchrer Streitwieser and chief of the convoy: ffow many prisoners? [15 
but two K'. ‘Well, that makes 13!). 

"The prisoners were taken directly to the prison where they were 
unclothed and taken to the "Bathrooms". This bttnrocu in the cellars of 
the prison building near the cromstery was specially designed for execution 
(shooting and gassing). 

"The shooting took place by means of a measuring apparatus. The 
prisoners being backed towards a met212a2l1 measure with an autonatic 
contraption releasing a bullct in his neck as soon as, the moving plank 
determining his height touched the top of his head, 

"If à transport consisted of too many"K" prisoners, instead of 
losing tine for the measurement they were exterminated by gas, sent into

I call your Honor's attention b the fact that we have been talking 
about Mauthausen, where the "K" action took place. 

The Chief of the Security Police and SD had the authority to fix the 
length of the period of custody. During the war, it was the policy not to 
permit the prisoners to know the period of custody and merely to announce 
the term as "Until further notice." That was established by Document 
1531-PS, which has previously been introduced as Ue . Exhibit 218, and the 
only reason for referring tc it is to show that they had the right to fix 
the lenzth of period ofcustodye 

The 10653 Gestapo offices, which mace the arrests, maintained a 
register called the Haftbuch, and as I understand, "Haftbuch" simply means 
a block or police register. In this register, the names of all persons 
arrested were listed, together with personal data, zrouhds of arrest and 
disposition.

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Veith of the French Army, who stated that during 1943 and 19) prisoners 
of war were murdered at Mauthausen under the Bullet Decree, I am sure 
ne Tribunal will recall that document. 

The fourth crime for which Kaltenbrunner is responsible as Chief 
of the Security Police and SD was tne commitment of racial and political 
undesirables to concentration camps and annihilation camps for slave labor 
and mass murder. Before Kaltenbrunner became Chief of the Security Police 
and SD on 30 January 1243, he was fully cognizant of conditions in 
concentration camps and of the fact that concentration camps were used 
for slave lator and mass murder. Ihe Tribunal will recall from previous 
evidence that Mauthausen Concentration Camp was established in Austria and 
that Kaltenbrunner was the Higher SS and Police Leader for Austria. This 
concentration camp و‎ as shovm by Document 1063A-PS, which was received

January 194l in Category III, a camp for the most heavily accused prisoners 

and for asocial prisoners who were considered incapable of being reformed, 

Ihe Tribunal will recall that prisoners of war to be executed under the 

"Bullet Decree" were sent to Mauthausen. Ás will be shown hereafter, 

Kaltenbrunner was a frequent visitor to Mauthausen concentration camp. 

On one such visit in 1942 Kaltenbrunner personally observed the gas

DR. KAUFIANN (Counsel for Defendant Kaltenbrunner): The whole accusation 
has been brought forward; all the same, I fecl bound to make a motion on 
principle. I could have made this motion this morning just as well. It is 
in reference to the question whether affidavits may be read or not, l know 
that this quostion has already been the subject of consultation by the 
Iribunal and that the Tribunal has 2.ready decided this question in a certain 
manner, but if I might ask this question be decided once more, there is a 
Special reason for it, 

Every trial is something dynamic, What was correct at that time may 
at a later point be wrong. The most important trial in history rests in 
certain important points on the reading of evidence which from the side of 
the Prosecution is given to us according to their maccins, 

The reading of affidavits is not satisfactory in the long run, Ihe need 
is grave from hour to hour to see, ii possible, the witness for the Prosecutior 
and to hear him and to bo able to investigate his crodibility and his memory. 
There are many witnesses, so to speak, at the door of this Courtroom, and 
they need only be called in. To hear the witness at a later stage--that is r 
sufficient. It is not certain whether the Tribunal will admit the hearing 
of that particular witness on the same subject. I therefore oppose the 
further reading of the affidavit now. Ihe meaning of Faragraph 19 of the 
Charter must not be killed by literal interpretation, 

IHE PRESIDENT: Is your application that you want to cross examine the 
witness or is your application that the affidavit should not be read? 
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DR. KAUFMANN: The latter.

"In 19!l, on another occasion but also in the course of an .mtschef 
conference, I heard fragments of conversation between Kaltcnbrunner and 
Muellcrs I remember distinctly the following remarks of Kaltenbrunner: 

1411 offices of the SD and the Security Police are to be informed 
hat vrograms of thc populace against English and Amcrican terror fliers 
are not to be interfered with. On tho contrary, this hostilo mood is 
to be fostcred,!" 

The seventh erino for which Kaltenbrunner is responsible as Chief 
of the Security Police and SD is the taking of civilians of occupied 
countrics to Gernany for seerct trial and punishnent and the punishment 
of civilians of occupied territorics by family methodse The fact that 
this crime continucd after 30 January 1913 is shown by document 035—PS, 
which is offorod as exhibit next in order, USA Exhibit 527. This is a 
letter from the high command of the armcc forces to the German army's 
commission under dato 2 September Whe The document begins, and I quote 

"Conforming to the decrecs, all non=German civilians in occupied 
territorics who hav: endangered tho security and readiness for action of 


the occupying power by acts of terror and sabotage or in ather ways, are

relatives, That this crime ccontinucd after 30 January 1943 is indicated 
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l'hat was roesived this morning. That is the letter of the Kommandeur 
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relatives of assassins and saboteurs should be shot and the female relatives 
over 16 years of ago sent to concentration camps. I refer again to Document 


1-215, which has heretofore been received in evidence as USA Exhibit 2h3,

and specifically to the case of Junker, who was ed by Kaltenbrunner to 
be committed to Sachsenhausen concentration cam by the Gestapo "because as 
a relative of a desorter, he is expected to endanger the interest of the 
German Reich if allowed to go free." 

The ninth crime for which Kaltenbrunner is responsible as Chief of 


the Security Police and SD is the clearance of Sipo and SD prisons and 


concentration camps. I refer the Tribunal to Document L-53, which was

received in evidencc as USA Exhibit 291. This was the letter from the 
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Kommandcur of the Sipo and SD, Redom, dated 21 July 1944 in which it is statec 


that the Kommandeur of the Sipo and S of the General Government had ordered 


all Sipo and SD prisons to be cleared and, if necessary, the inmates to be 
licuidcatcd. I now offer Document 3462~PS as exhibit next in order, USA 


Exhibit 528. This is the sworn interrogation of Bertus Gerdes, the former 
Gaustabsamtsleiter under the G: "unich, This interrogation was 
taken in the course of an official military investigaticn of the U.S. Army. 
To this interrogation Gerdes was ordered to state all he knew about 


Kaltenbrunnere I'm only going to read a very small portion of his reply,

beginning on the third paragraph of page 
"Giesler told me thet Kaltenbrunner was in constant touch with him 
because he was greatly worricd about the attitude of the foreign workers 
and especially inmates of concentration camps Dachau, !uehldorf and 
Landsberg, which were in tno path of the approaching Allied armies. On 
a Tuesday in the middle of April 19l5, I received a telephone call from 
Gauleiter Giesler asking me to be available for a conversation that night. 
In the coirse of our personal conversation that night, I was told by 
Ciesler that he had received a directive from Kaltenbrunner by order of the 
Fuehrer to work out a plan without delay for the liquidation of the 
concentration camp 2t Dachau and the two Jewish labor camps in Landsberg 
and Muehldorf. The Directive proposed to liquidate the two Jewish labor 
camps at Landsberg and Muehldorf by use of the German Luftwaffe, since the 
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these camps had previously been the targets of 
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repeated enemy air attacks. This action received the code name of 
'"Wolkc Al'!", 

I nov pass to the second paragraph of page 3, continuing quoting from 
this interrogation. 

"I was certain thet l would never let this directive be carried out. 
As the action Wolke Al should have become operational already for some time, 
I was literally swanped by couriers from Kaltenbrunner and moreover l was 
supposed to have discussed the dctails of the Muehldorf and "andsberg actions 
in detail with the two Kreisleiter concerned. The couriers who were in most 
cases SS officers usually SS lieutenants, gave me terse and strict orders to 
read and initial. The orders threatened mo with the most terrible punishment 
including execution if I did not comply with theme However, I could always 


excuse my failure to execute the pian because 5f bad flying weather and lack 


of gasoline and bombs. Therefore, Kaltenbrunner ordered to have Jews in 
Landsberg marched to Dachau in order to include them in the Dachau exterminati 


operations, and that the Muehldorf action was to be carried out by the Gestapo 

";altenbrunner also ordered an operation -Wolkenbrand = for the con- 
centration camp Dachau which provided that the inmates of the concentration 
camp at Dachau were to be liquidated by poison with the exception of Aryan 
nationals of the western 237313 

"Gauleiter Giesler received this order direct from Kaltenbrunner and 
discussed in my presence the procurement of the required amounts of poison 
with Dr. Harrfeld, the Gau Health Chief. Dr. Harrfeld promised to procure 
these quantities when ordered and was advised to await my further directions. 
As I was determined to prevent the execution of this plan in any event, I 
gave no further instructions to Dre Harrfelde 

"The inmates of Landsberg had hardly been delivered at Dachau when 
Kaltenbrunner sent a courier declaring the action "'olkenbrand was oper rational. 

m prevented the execution of the Wolke Al and Wolkenbrand by giving 
Giesler the reason that the front was too close and asked him to transmit 
this on to Kaltenbrunner. 


"Kaltenbrunner therefore issued directives in writing to Dachau to 


transport all Western European prisoners by truck to Switzerland and to march
